An Act for the Attainder of the Earle of Kildare and others; 


Rayeth the Commons in this pzeſent Parliament allembled, that fozasſmuch as 
P Gerald fitz Gerald late Erle of Kyldare amongſt manifold and diuerſe enozmi⸗ 
ties, abulcs, and offences contrary to his natural duety of allegeance, attemp⸗ 

ted and commited againſt the crowne, right, majeſty and dignity of our natu- 

ral and moſt dzead ſoueraigne Low Yeary the eight by the grace of God, king of 
England and of France, defender of the faith, and Lozd ok Ireland, and in earth 
ſupzeme head of the Church of England, the xvi. veare of his moſt noble reigne cons 
federed and allented to and with one James late Erie of Deſmond being openly pꝛo⸗ 
claymed and publiſhed rebel t and traytoz againſt our ſaid ſoneraigne Lo, tog that he 
the ſaid James ſhould ſend to the French king then enemie vnto his grace, and at 
open warre With him and his dominions, to ercite, pzonoke, and ffurre the ſame 
French King to ſend into this land of Ireland an army, koz the taking of the ſame 
land out of our ſaid ſoueraigne Lozds poſſeſſion, and notwithſtanding that his tray- 
terous entent, would not take effect, by reaſon of a peace that then immediately was 
concluded betwirt our ſaid ſotterainne Lozd and the French king, be ſent vnto the 
Emperour, pꝛouoking and intiling him to ſend an armie into this ſaid land foz the 
purpoſe afozefaty, Dur ſoueraigne Low the King hauing piiuie intelligence theres 
of, willed ſecretly the ſaid Earle of Kyldare, then being his graces Deputy of his 
land ok Jrelaud, to appzehend and take the ſaid James Earle of Deſmond. The 
ſame Erle of Kyldare falfly and trayteronfly admoniſhed the ſaid James thereof, 
willing him to come to no place where he the ſame Earle of Kyldare ſhould be oz haue 
any power bpon him. And being of this and dinerſe other offences, remitted and 
pardoned by our ſaid ſoueraigne Lozd the king, afterward, ſojourning at Newington 
in the County of Piddleſex, within the realme of England, the eight day of July, 
in the twentieth peare of the reigne of our ſaid ſoteragine Low, willed and com⸗ 
manded his daughter Elice fitz Gerald wife to the Waron of Slane, to repayze into 
this the kings land of Jreland, and in - name to will all his bzethien O Peple, 
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| is kriends, ſcruants and alies, to leuy, erect, [irre and 
_ et bur la — 15 deputie and ſubjects, fally and tray. 
teroully againſt his dutie of allegeance, which ſhee accompliſhed accowingly, by oc 
caſion whereof, the perſons afoze named kallly and trapteroully made inſurrection 
againſt our ſaid ſoucraigne Lord and his Deputies by invaſion and burning, killing, 
zuürdeng and robbing his true obedient ſubject's, not deſiſting from the ſame their 
trayterous Acts, vntill they were by foꝛce repzeſſed by the puilance and power of 
our ſaid loucraigne Lom. And notwithſtanding his grace or mercy and pitie remit- 
ted and pazdoned the laid Earle of Kylvare that his trayterous conſpiracies and of- 
fences, the ſame Carle the rriiii. pere of our ſaid leucraigne JL 02d, falſly and trayter- 
ouſly, contrary to the lawes and ſtatutes of this land ot Ireland and his allege: 
ance, not onelp permitted and fufferey O Neyle the Kings Iriſh enemie to invade 
and deſtroy the county of Uriell within the ſaid land, without any reliſlance made 
therein by himſelfe being the Kings Deputie, hauing the gouernance, cuſtodic and 
charge of the ſame, oz any other kor him, but hauing his brother Sit John in com- 
pany with the laid © Peyle, by his commandement, to fuccour and guide, ayde 
and conduct the ſaid © Neyle in that his trapterous enterpziſe, but allo in his 
own? y2oper perſon inuaded the county of Lylkenny, there burning and deſtroying 
the ſame ryfling and robbing the kings ſubjects, aſwell there, as at the fayze of 
Triſteldermot, crying hauscke vpon the Kings ſubjects which thither were relozted, 
cauſed them in his owne p2eſence to be ſpoyled and robbed of their goods, and diucrs 
or them murdzed moſt cruelly and trayterouſly. Our ſaid ſoutraigne Lozd having 
notice of this and other his treaſons, hapnous offences, murders and ertoztions by 
him committed, and willing the refozmation of che laid land, and the reliefe and comfozt 
of his ſubjects there, addzeſſed his molt gracions letters to the laid Carle of Lyldare 
then being Deputie, Lieutenant of his (aid land, commanding him by the fame to re- 
papzt to his higbnelle p2eſence into his Realme of Cugland, leuping tuch a perſon 
koz the furniture of his realme, and gouernance of the laid land in his abſence, foz 
whoſe doings he would anſwere, That notwithſtanding at his {aid departure into 
England, he admitted and inſtituted in his place fo2 the gouernance of the kings ſaid 
land and ſubjens as vice deputy, not onely his lonne and hepze named Thomas fitz 
Gerald, but alſo contrary to the Kings expzeſſe commandement, declared vnto the 
ſaid Earle by John Alen maſter of the Rolls, and one of the Kings moſt honourable 
Counſaile, in the pzefence of the Biſhop of Bicth and the Pzioz of Saint Johns 
Jertifalem in Jreland, he conveyed out ok the Kings Caſtell of Dublin all his 
Gꝛaces gunnes, powder, ſhott, bowes, arrowes, caltraps, bills, and all other the Kings 
artillerie and munitions of warre, garniſhing and furniſhing his owne Caſtles and 
fortreſſes with the ſame, and delivering part thereof to wilde Itiſh men being the 
kings moztall enemies. After whole departure into England, he at his thither com- 
ming perctiuing vpon the manifeſtation of his offences, that the kings maieſtie en⸗ 
tended to remoie him from the gouernance ok the ſaid land, ſuch perſons as were 
knowen to be chicfe of counſaile with the laid Carle, and onder him had not onelp 
the gouernance of his ſaid ſonne, ſeruants and people, with the cuſtodie of his fub- 
ſtance and goods, but alſo of all his lands, manozs, caſtles, and gariſons, aſwetl 
counſailed the laid Thomas fitz Gerald to rebell againſt our ſaid ſoueraigne Lozd as 
fo2 the maintenance of him therein, deliuered bnto him the ſaid Erles goods, ſuh- 
ſtance, manozs, lands, caltles and gariſons, together with the Rings faid ozdnance 
and attillerie, Mhereupon the laid Thomas fitz Gerald immediately being aſſiſted 
and ayded by his fathers bzcthzen, kinſemen, ſernants, and followers, falfy and tray- 
teroufly rebelled againſt our ſaid ſoneraigne Lom, refuſing and diſobeying all com- 
mandments of his grace and his counſaile, concluded and determined moſt cruelly to 
murder, put to death, and exile all thoſe that were reſiant within the land being 
bome within the Realme of England, and to conquere and take the ſame from the 
polleſſion of our ſaid ſoueraigne Lozd and his heyzes, reniling his Gzace with moſt 
ſhamefulſ and deteſtable inkamies, and koz the accompliſhment of his as we 
poſe, did (ety his letters addecfſed aſwell to the Biſhop of Rome, as the Emperour, 
by one Cale in Graupll, otherwiſe called Charles Raynolde Archdeacon of Belles, 
foz to haue their ayde againſt our ſaid loucraigne Lom and his heyzes, koz the win⸗ 
ning of the ſaid land ok Ireland out of their poſſeſſion, and hee to hold the ſame of 
them koz ever. And among other his moſt deteſtable abominations, he pꝛocured and 
commaunded John Teling, and NicholagWaffer of Dublin peomen, feruants to the 
ſaid Carle of Kyldare, to appzehend and take the moſt reuerend father in God, John 
Alen, Archbiſhop of Dublin and primate of Ireland, and one of the Kings moſt 
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honourable cotinſaile, and him to keepe in pziſon at Tartayne within the county of 
Dublin, and the ſaid Thomas lit; Gerald, the xxvili. day of July in the xxvi. pere 
of the raigne of our ſaid loueraigne Lord king Yenry the eight, accompanied with 


the moſt falſe diſloyall traytour James Delahide, Sir John fitz Gerald, Dliuer fitz 


Gerald, bzethzen to the ſaid Carle, and diuers other of the lame Carles keruants, 
cauſed the ſame Archbiſhop to be dzawne out of his bedde and bzought bekoze him. 
And the ſame Archbiſhop kneeling in his ſhirt bare koted and bare headed bekoze him, 
aſking of him mercy, immediately without any reſpite, moſt ſhametully and tray- 
terouſly murdzed and killed out ok hand, and alſo canſed the (aid Archbiſhops ſer- 
uants, and as many other Engliſhmen as he could finde within the land, to be mur- 
dzed. And after this accompanied with the laid James Delahyde being pzincipall 
counſailoz to him in all his doings, John Delahpde, Edward fitz Gerald, Sir Ri- 
chard Walch parſon of Loughſcwdie, John Burnel of Balgriffen, Edward Rowks, 
James Field, ſernants, alies and diverſe others his fautours and adherents, to long 
here to be expꝛelled, with weapons inualiue after the maner of warre arrayed, and 
with banners diſplayed, kallly and trapteroully inuaded the kings dominion, encamp⸗ 
ing themſelves within the ſame, there robbing, rifling, murdzing and deſtroying 
diuerſe th: kings ſubjects, conſtrapning all men to giue an oath of obedience vnto 


him, and to take his part againſt the king and his heyzes in his ſaid falſe, trayte- 


rous and diſloyal purpoſes and intents, and not herewith contented, but accompani⸗ 
ed with O Neple, diuerſe Scots, the perſons atozeſaid and many others, invaded, 
bent and deſtroyed the lands of the Earle of DOſſozie, and the Lozd Butteler his 
ſonne, and of others the kings ſubjects within the county of Kilkenny, murdzed di⸗ 
uers of the kings ſubjects there, koz that the ſaiv Earle and his ſonne tooke the 
kings part againlt him, who offered vnto them to diuide and giue to them halfe the 
land ok Ireland, to refuſe the king, truſting by ſuch his cruell perſecutions, to con- 
ſtrain them to encline to his purpoſe.

/ Venry the Eighth, that if any Sum of Poney being once due by any 
Jncumbent of any dignity, benefice oz pzomotion Spiritual in the name of a 
twentieth part, being lawfully demanded, were not trulp contented, and pald to 
ſuch perſon oz perſons as ſhould have the Charge of the Collection thereof oz their 
Officers and Miniſters at the time of the demand, o2 within fozty days after, that 
then every ſuch Incumbent after ſuch default rertified into the Kings Exchequer in 
Writing, under the Seals of ſuch perſon oz perſons as art charged by the ſaid 
Act with the collection of the ſaiv Annual Penſion, ſhould be adjudged depzived 
(ipſo facto) of all ſuch dignities, benefices and pzomotions Spirituall as he ſhould

time amonglt others, who were as much, oz moze concerned than themſelves, they

by virtue of any Gzant, Dzder 02 diſpoſition of the late - Uſurped Powers, oz 
any of them, ſhall be ſettled and confirmed unto them, their Heirs and Aſſigns 
reſpectively : And alſo that Land be ſet out to Pajoz Geozge Rawdon in ſatif- 
faction of Debentures, due to him ko Arrears and Pꝛovillons furniſhed-foz Jre- 
land; Pzovided alwayes, and We do hereby declare, that it is not Dur in- 
tention thereby to weaken oz avoid the Juſt and Legal Title of any perſon, 
that is reſtozeable by this Our Declaration; But that if any df the (aid Eſtates 
{hall be according y reſtozed to the fozmer Pzopzietoz, that then a Repzize of equal 
value, wozth and purchaſe, ſhall fozthwith be aſſigned in lieu thereof. | 

And as We cannot but with extraozdinary ſadneſs of heart remember, and 
even at pzeſent behold the deſolate and diſtraced condition, that Dur Kingdom 
of Ireland hath been, and is reduced unto, by the unnatural Inſu rrection, bes 
gun in the Year Dune thouſand Six hundzed Fozty one, and conſequently abhoz 
and deteſt the Contrivers and obſtinate Pzomoters of the ſame againſt Us, Dur 
Crown and Dignity z So We cannot upon the conſiderations fozmerly expꝛeſt 


in this Dur Declaration, deny all Juſt and Reaſonable Pzovifion that may ſtand + 


with the pzeſent Jundure of Dur Afﬀeairs unto ſuch of thr Iriſh Nation, who not 
onely gave carly Evidences of their Repentance koz their Crimes, but alſo per- 
ſevered in their Loyalty to Us and Dur Commands: And that as near as We 
can, Dur Juſtice and Dur Wercy, in accommodating this Jntereſt might nor 
juſtle each other, We are in a different manner to conſider of ſuch of them as 
are juſt!y Entituled to the Benefit of thoſe Articles of Peace fozmerly mention- 
ed, and ſuch who did not ſubmit unto the ſame, oz after a (ubmiſtion, made a de⸗ 
parture from the ſame, which two latter ſozts, have juſtly Fozfcited that Favour 
which otherwiſe they might have received. We are alſo further to conſider of 
thoſe who embzaced the ſaid Articles, and ſubmitted to the ſaid Peace without 
any Apoſtacy in a different notion, as of thoſe who remained in that Dur King- 
dom, who ſued out Decrees and received Lands, in ſatisfaction ok their ancient 
Eſtates, and thoſe who being Tranſpozted into Fozeign parts, thzough many 
difficulties, United, Rendevouzed, and ſerved under Dur Obedience: So that 
upon theſe conſiderations, We think fit and declare, and accozdingly do declare, 
That as to thoſe who imbzaced rhe ſaid Articles, and ſubmitted to the ſaid 
Peace, and conſtantly adhered thereunto, and remaining at home, ſuicd out Des 
crees, and obtained poſſeſſion of Lands in the Pzovince of Connaught, oz Coun- 
ty of Clare, that they art to ſtand bound by them, and not to be relicved againll 
their own Ac, who contented themſelves to enjoy a part of ſatisfacſon koz their 
own, rather than to attend our Reſtitation, oz ſubmit themſelves to Pur Comes 
mand in Fozeign parts as others did; And yet if the conditions of thoſe ſcem 
hard, they can no moze reaſonably expect that we ſhould further relieve them, 
than Dur Friends in England and Ireland can expect that we ſhonld pay back 
to them all the Poneys they were compelled in the tvil Times to pay koz their 
Compoſitions 5 which they would have-avoided, had it been in their power, 

And in cale any juſfly- Entituled to the ſaid Peace, have obtained Decrees fox 
the Lands in the Pzovince of Connaught, oz County of Clare, in lieu of their 
fozmer Eſtates, and have not been poſſeſt of Lands accozding to ſuch their relpe⸗ 
ive Decrees, We further declare, That if by the firſt day of Novernber, One 
thouſand Six hundzed Sirty one, they ſhall not be pofſeſt of ſuch Decree 
— they ſhall immediately after the ſaid dap be otherwiſe ſatisfied foz the

And though ſome, not ſenſible of the great perplexitics We have laboured un⸗ 
der, te reconcile thife Jarring Intereſts, may infer, That where We judge per 
ſons fitting to be reſtozed to their Eſtates, yet the limitation of a pꝛevious Repyis 
zal may Eclipſe much of Dur Gzace : To this We ſay, That the laying of the 
Founations is not now befoze us, when We might deſign the Podel of tht 
Structurt anſwcrable to Dur own thoughts; And how hard it would be, that 
the Euglich after ſo many crpenſive difficulticy in Suits of Law, and finding {ts 
'veral Dfficers in Dpder to get the peeſent poſſeſſion they enjoy: And. that after 
ko many thouſands ok Families, who have Sold their Jntereſts in England, 
have trancpoꝛted and \-ttled theinſelves in Ireland and have made great Jmpzovt- 
ments in Buildings and otherwiſe, ſhould in the Interval of thoſe accommodations 
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Stocks (the ſole Subliſtence of them and their Families) expoſed to certainty of 
toſs (though greater inconveniencies We pzetermit) may eafily be judged: To 
| this we might adde, That ſince the Perſons of the Iriſh koꝛ whom we do hereby 
© intend ſatisfaction, are ſuch who have. been ab2oad with us, who pzobably being 
* not furniſhed with Stock and other Pzoviſions, may with leſs inconveniencics 
wait foz a Repzizal, than to diſpoſſeſs others, eſpecially ſince we are fully aſſured 
* thata very ſhozt time map and will Aſſign them their reſpective Repzizals, there 

being fo god and large a p2opoztion of undilpolcd Foꝛktited Lands in Dur Power 
* reſerved fo2 this purpoſe, and We doubt not but the perſons moſt concerned in 
this ſuppoſed pz:judice, thzoughly weighing theſe inconveniencies and that they 
will be but of a ſhozt duration, and how great any reaſonable a diſſatisfaction a 
contrary acting in us will pzeduce, will acquicſce therein, and by ſuch a fozbea- 
rance lay the Foundation of a god Underſtanding between themſelves and thoſe 
other their Fellow-Subjects who are to be ſettled with them in that Dur Bing⸗ 
dom. And lcaſt any Ambiguity oz controverſy might ariſe fo2 pꝛecedency in re⸗ 
ſtitution to their fozmer Rights, We do declare, That firſt all innocent Pzote- 
ants, and thoſe perſons termed innocent Papiſts, (who never tok out any De⸗ 
cree, 02 had Lands aſſigned to them in Connaught oz Clare) be firlt reſtozed, In 
the next place, That thoſe innocent Pzoteſtants and Papiſts, who tok out Des 
crees, and had Lands allotted to them in pfirſuance thereof in Connaught oz 
Clare ſhall be reftozed.
